By the Quene, 


Oꝛalmuche as diuerſe light, and ledicious perſons, delytyng in 
continuall alterations, and neuer contented with the pzeſent e⸗ 
ſtate, haue of late muche pzeſumed, and pet ceaſe not to inuente, 
ſpꝛeade, and publiſhe many falſe, vntrue, and vayne rumoꝛs, and 
bzutes, ralhelydiſcourſyng vpon the great, and moſt weightye 
affayzes, touchyng the Quenes hyghnes ropall perſon, ⁊ ſtate 
of the realme, contrary to their boundẽ dueties of alleg iaunce, 
t contraryto al good o2dze,in ſuch outragiouſe lot, as (ifreme⸗ 
die were not pꝛouided in time) great incouenience might enſue, 

FOR remedye wherof , her hyghnes conlideryng, that of the ſufferaunce of luche lewde li⸗ 
bertie offpeakyng , eupll dopnges, and attemptes,haue manye tymes folowed, doth thcrefozs 
ſtreyghtlycharge and commaunde al her louyng lubiectes of euery loꝛt and degree, from hence⸗ 
fozth,not only fox their owne partes to fozbeare,to publyſhe any luche rumo2s oz tales: but alſo 
to declare to the next iuſtice of peace, oz other officer,any perſon, whatſoeuer he be that they (bal 
knowe to be offendours in this behalfe,to thintent,they may (by the lapde officers) be commit- 
ted to pꝛyſon, and further punyſhed bypillozy, oz otherwile, as the qualitie of the perſon, and ok 
his offence may leme to delerue. 

AND her highnes further plealure is, that płthe hearers of any luche lyghte ſedictouſe, 02 
naughtie talke, ſpoken in his oz theyꝛ pꝛeſence, ſball not, accoꝛdynge to this pꝛotclamacion, open 
the ſame to the nexte Juſtice, oz other officer, (as atoꝛelayde ) that then the lame perlon, lo hea⸗ 
rynge, aud not declarynge the lame, and beynge therok iuſtly conuicted, (halbe reputed, and tas 
ken koꝛ the fyzſte authoꝛ of the layde rumours and haue luche punyſhmente koz the ſame, as the 
fyʒſte authoz ſhoulde, yl he were appꝛehended. 

REQVIRING and ſtraightly charging and commaunding all iuſtices ok peate, Mapours, 
Bapliffes, Sheriffes,Conſtables.H?dbozoughes, ⁊ al other her highnes off:ccrs,and miniſters, 
whatloeuer they be, to do they beſt endeuour, fox the effectual execution of this pꝛelent pꝛocla⸗ 
mation, and due punyſhment of all ockendours in this behalke, as thepwyll aunlwere to the con⸗ 

trarye at thepʒ perils,
